FOUR CASES ARRIVE OFF NEW YORK.

Che Steamship Alesia Pineed in Quarantine 
and Fumigaie !|—Deaths While on 


Voyage. 


: “orK, September 23,—The steamship 
Prim samme aived below last night from 
Marseilles and Naples, with six hundred pas- 
sengers, has Asiatic cholera aboard. Eight of 
her passengers died on passage, and on her ar- 
rival at quarantine, the health officer found 
four cases aboard. He has sent the Alesia and 
her passengers to West Bank, in the lower 
bay. The Alesia left Marseilles August 30th 
and Naples September 3d. She is consigned 
to James W. Elwell & Co. 

On September 12th, Luigi Mara, a steerage 
passenger, was taken sick and died on the 
inth. Another steerage passenter, aged 38, 
was taken s'ck and died on the same date, the 
1th. A-sailor, aged 40, died the following 
day, inless than twenty-four hours from the 
time he was taken down. On the 17th, a sailor, 
aged 30, was taken sick. He died on the 19th. 
A steerage passenger, aged 21, died on the 
%th. A steerage passenger, aged 47, died on 
the 2ist. Another, aged 41, was taken sick 
before coming on board and died 
on the 22nd, probably of bronchitis. Another, 
aged fifty, was also sick at the time of coming 
on board, and died on the 22nd,though without 
any symptoms of cholera. All the above were 
buried at sea. The Alesia is now in the lower 
bay. Her sick passengers will be transferred 
to the Swinburne Island hospital. All the re- 
maining passengers will be transferred to 
Hoffman island for observation. The ship will 
remain in the lower bay until she is thoroughly 


fuinigated and cleansed. 

A vast amount of baggage on board the 
Alesia was taken off the steamer to Hoffman’s 
Island. The baggage and passengers were 
placed in one of the large hospitals and sub- 
jected to a vigorous fumigation with sulphur. 
As fast asthe passengers and baggage were 
fumigated, they were transferred to the 1m- 
mense hespital building, which stands about a 
hundred feet distant. Kve was done 
to avoid all chance of future ravages of the 
diseage. The steamer was also subjected to a 
thororgh disinfection, and cleansing. Water 
tanks were emptied and filled with clear croton 
water. The disinfectant used in the ship was 
also sulphur, 

In a day or two the Alesia will be in shape 
to be transferred froin her place in the lower 
bay to Brooklyn. But the crew and passengers, 
according to the health officer, will have to re- 
main on the island fora week at least. The 
time is indefinite, depending upon develop- 
ments. The disease is of a hibernating nature. 
Germs would live through the winter and de- 
velop in the spring. 

‘Two of those wio were sick appeared to be 
improving somewhat. Many of the pee le 
who were on board the Alesia undoubtedly 
fied from the epidemic which is now raging 
in Italy and Sicily. Steamers which 
hereafier arrive from Mediterranean ports 
will be subjected toa very close examination 
by the health officer. he steamer India, 
which arrived off quarantine that afternoon 
from Palermo, Naples and Messina, was closely 
examined for cholera cases. None were found, 
however. The India’s bill of health from 
Naples, signed by Edward Camphausen, 
United States consul, states that there are 
many cases of cholera at Naples and vicinity. 
Seventy per cént of the cases are fatal. A 
Palermo bill of health signed by United 
States Cousul Phillip Carroll, 
states the death rate there to be 
fifteen a day. and at Messina a bill of health, 
sicned by United States Consul Wallace S. 
Jones, states that there are two new cases of 
cholera on an average a day in that city. The 
India sailed from Naples August 31, two days 
later than the Alesia. Many Italians, who 
had friends on the Alesia, were making anx- 
ious inquiries during the day at the office of 
the Fabre line. An anxious throng were down 
at quarantine asking for information about 
their friends or relatives. 

President Bayles, of the health board, is not 
at all alarmed over the outbreak of cholera 
upon the Alesia. It was too late in the season 
to worry. The department is in good shape to 
deal witli the disease. In the event of an epi- 
demic the board would have $50,000 at their 
command. The present health board was or- 
ganized to meet the epidemic of 1866. The 
scourge had visited New York in 1848 and 1549), 
and in 1854-5. The last visitation aided in the 
discovery of the true nature of the disease, 
and dread gave way to calmer views. 
Nevertheless, the news in Noyember, 
1865, of the arrival of a cholera 
siip from Havre caused consternation. 
Strict quarantine work kept the disease out, 
but the following April brought a half dozen 
steamships with cholera-stricken passengers. 
The Virginia was first with thirty-one cholera 
dead, followed by the England with 250 deaths 
out of 1,200 passengers. The latter arrived 
April 20, 1866. Ten days later the first case 
oceurred in New York. In that year the dis- 
ease killed 1,212 persons in this city, and it 
was the last visitation. ? 

WASHINGTON, September 23.—Suargeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton, of the marine hospital service, 
has received a dispatch from New -York, con- 
firming the press report of the arrival there of 
the steamship Alesi with cholera on board.

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BUYING THE BONDS. 


Secretary Thompeon’s Clreular Meets With 
Commendation, 
WAsuinaton, September 23,—Treasury offi- 


financial world of yesterday's circularh It is 
especially gratifying to them to learn t ihe 
public is willing to part with four per cent 
bonds at the price offered by the department. 
Before noon today Acting Secretary Thompson 
received offers to sell bonds—a majority ‘of 
them four per cents—to the amount of a million 
dollars. In addition to this, offers made by 
local banks on theirown account, and acting 
as agents for out of town firms, have been 
received at the public money division of the 
department to an amount not at present ascer- 
tainable. Altogether the outlook is regarded at 
the department as much brighter, and the be- 
lief is freely expressed that the danger of a 
money panic has been averted, at least for the 
present, by the last action of Acting Secretary 
Thompson. Othey encouraging features they 
say are found in the daily statement of gov- 
ernment receipts and expenditures. They 
show tbat since the middle of the month about 
two and a jialf million have been disbursed on 
account of pensions. The apparent surplus 
for the month is thus left at Srertinen and a 
half million dollars. But none of the bond 
purchases are taken into account in this daily 
statement, and if deductions are made on this 
account and for prepayment} of interest, the 
real Surplus receipts for so much of the month 
of September as has expired will be reduced 
to something like five million dollars. 

The aggregate amount of bonds purchased 
by the treasury department today under the 
terms of the circular of yesterday was $1,835,- 
650, of which $1,044,000 were four per cents 
and $791.150 four and a half per cent bonds. 
Of the teta) $522,700 was offered and purchased 
after three o’clock, Applicants for the pre- 
arment of interest on $250,000 registered 
yonds were received at the treasury today, 
making the total to date $95,872,150. 

SECRETARY FAIRCHILD IN WASHINGTON. 

Secretary Fairchild returned to Washington 
from Stockbridge, Mass., late last night. He 
called early at the white house and had a long 
talk with the president about matters of the 
day. Later he went over to the treasury, and 
after a consultation with Acting Secretary 
Thompson, returned to his office to look after 
his mail and other personal matters. He will 
remain in the city but a day or two, and will 
not, during his stay, assume formal duties of 
his office. When seen by an associated press 
reporter this evening, the secre- 
tary looked the _ picture. of good 
health and did not appear to feel very anxious 
respecting the financial situation. He said he 
found the business of the department in good 
shape upon his return, All that had been done 
relative to bond purchases met with his 
approval, and he had been fully advised in 
advance of the intentions to issue the last cir- 
cular. Whether tie measures adopted by the 
department to meet the emergency in the 
financial world would be effectual, could only 
be told from subsequent events. 

When asked if he expected that all of the 
fourteen millions set apart for the purchase of 
bonds would be paid out before the expiration 
of the time fixed in the circular, the secretary 
replied that he could not venture an opinion. 
Mr. Fairchild intends to go over to New York 
inaday ortwo to witness the international 
yaciit race. He expects to return to Washing- 
ton by the end of next week, and will remain 
here during the president’s absence on his 
western and southern trip. ;

THE MAD ELEMENTS. 


Terrible Cyclone on the Rio 
Grande. 


THE RIVER TURNS INTO A RAGING SEA 


Towns on Both Sides Inundated—Women. 
and Children Wading the Water— 
Great Damage Done. 


pabiaptiell dine enieihes 23.—The 


hurricane appears tohave become a regular 
visitor to this coast. Night before lust another 
made a destructive descent upon the two cities 
of Brownsville and Matamoras. Just about & 
year and aday hai passed since the ‘‘chubasco”’ 
of 1886. and the remainder of the funds collect+ 
ed for the relief of sufferers by the storm was 
being distributed when threatening signs of 
the approach of another of these awful visitors 
were noted. The telegraph several days ago 
gave notice of a hurricane southwest of Ha- 
vana and moving this way. and for two or three: 


_ days the weather indications showed the ap- 


proach of a storm. Though the barometer and 
tide in the gulf usually give warning of coming 
bad weather, this storm gave no indication of 
its immediate approach. 

At 9 o’clock Tuesday evening the norther 
that had been blowing for several days in- 
creased in fierceness, with heavy gusts of rain, 
and in a short time a hurricane was on the 
town in its full force, the wind reaching, in the 
height of the storm, the velocity of seventy- 
eight miles an hour. All night long it contin- 
ued, the howling being mingled now and then 
with the crash of a falling house, the rending 
sound of falling trees, the rattling of fences as 
they went over, or the shouts of those desert- 
ing their crumbling residences or imploring 
aid. The morning dawned on a scene of deso- 
lation. Water filled the streets, through which 
a roaring north wind drove *he rain like great 
volleys of small shot. Fa en trees, ruins of 
houses and fallen fences, all half submerged 
in water, rendered passage difficult and at times 
dangerous. 

At 2:30 p. m. the wind lulled. There was 
almost a dead calm until 4:30, when the wind 
came from the south. This shows that the 
vortex of the hurricane, as was. the case of 
those of 1880 and 1886, passed euy over 
this section. About 9 p. m. the wind again 
became violent, coming this time from the 
south and continued until this inerning, when 
the hurricane may be said to have ceased, The 
duration of the storm inay bé safely calculated 
at thirty-five hours. The wind was from the 
northeast, veering to the northwest at the be- 

mning and from the southwest during the 
fatter salf. The rainfall was very heavy, 
being 10.40 inches. The average temperature 
was 72. The velocity of the wind, while it 
registered greater than that of the hurricane of 
last year, did not appear to show its force 
during sudden gusts. 

The diameter of the storm was much greater 
and its duration was longer than either that of 
1886 or 1880. The force was greater than that 
of the blow of the former year,but not so great 
as that of the one of 1880. The fact that the 
bulk of the people were better prepared for its 
coming and that the weaker buildings had 
been swept away by the storm of last year was 
the only reason for its not being more destruc- 
tive. age inthe country, outside of the 
two cities, is incalculable. Comntless cattle 


and sheep have been killed, and crops of cot- | 


ton, corn and sugar-cane are completely pros- 
trated and destroyed. One rancher on a small 
ptace calculates his loss in cotton alone at $20,- 
000, and many others are equally heavy losers. 
The total losses will be far beyond. one million 
dollars. 

In Brownsville the chief sufferers were 
among the poor. Between sixty and eighty 
jacols, the cheaper classes of 

have been partially blown 
and fully three hundred 
have been unroofed and rendered uninhabit- 
able. Almostall of the better classes of liouses 
leaked. Raphael’s magnificent residence was 
badl es and many others suffered 
simnilaziy. arge numbers of fences were 
blown down, and almost every fence was more 
or less damaged. Magnificent shade trees 
were scattered in fragments or overturned. 
A barge and steam launch at the ferry landing 
were sunk. The boats of the ferry company 
were saved with great difficulty. here were 
in port two vessels, the schooners Henrictta 
and Mignette. 

There is great suffering among tht poor, many 
of whom are without resources. Sheriff Brite 
has succored many families, but it is still possi- 
ble to aid only a portion of those in need. The 
river is again very high, and overflowing the 
banks. tn Matamoras, narrow streets during 
the storm were seas Of water from ankle to. 
nearly hip deep. Even in the, more central 
parts of the town the streets are all.encum- 
Seca with debris. Atout a dozen. houses of 
the better class and fully one handred and 
fifty or two hundred jacols were prostrated, 
while from four hundred to five hundred were 
unroofed, or shattered. Public buildings and 
stores and the better class of dwellings looked 
like seives, and are all afloat. Fences, 
trees, etc., suffered in all partsof the city. The 
unfortunate lagoon district, south of Plaza del 
Capilla, is again inundated, A large portion 
of the houses have fallen. The water was

PRYOR VERY CONFIDENT. 


The Eminent Lawyer Takes Charge of the 
Anarchists’ Case, 

New York, September 23.—Captain Black, 
who arrived from Chicago last night, was at 
the oftice of General Roger A. Pryor at 11 
o'clock this morning, to present the case of the 
condemed anarchists to the lawyer, with a 
view to carrying the case to the United States 
supreme court. General Pryor had said that 
he would not commit himself to the manage- 
ent of the case, at least until he was made 
thoroughly acquainted with it. The consulta- 
tion lasted until 1:45 o’clock. When Captain 
Black came from the lawyer’s sactum, his face 
was wreathed in smiles. He would only say, 
however: 

“IT have won General Pryor over, having ex- 
plained everything to his satisfaction and con- 
vinced him of the justness of our side.”’ 

General Pryor said:

O'BRIEN’S TRIAL. 


The Irish Editor Removed to: 
Mitchelistown. 


DEMONSTRATIONS BY THE PEOPLE, | 


Mr. Harrington Grows Excited and is Rep. 
rimanded by the Judge—Other — 
Foreign News of Interest. 


Cork, September 23.—Mr. Wm. O’Brien, 
who is charged by the government with sedi- 
tion under the coercion act, was taken today 
from Cook jail to Mitchellstown, where the al- 
loged the seditious language was used, to stand 
trial before the court there. As he left the city 
under guard of a detachment of huzzars and 
police, he was loudly sheered. Upon their ar- 
rival at Mitchelistown, Mr. O’Brien was re- 
ceived with tremendous cheering by a large 
crowd which had gathered to welcome him. 
The crowd manifested great excitement, but 
there were no indications of disorder. 

Mr. O’Brien was immediately conveyed by 
his guards to the courtroom, Many English 
ladies were present to witness the trial, and 
Mr. O’ Brien$wasjthe recipient of bouquets from 
anumber of them. When the caseof Mr. 
O’Brien was opened several policemen were 
called as witnesses for the government, They 
testified from memory as to Mr. O’ Brien’s lan- 
guage, which they asserted tended to incite 
his listeners to violence. During the hearing 
of this evidence a procession armed with 
sticks and headed by a wagon carrying a band 
marched into town from the country. The 
hussars |stopped the wagon, but allowed the 
other part of the procession to proceed. The 
procession took up position close to the court 
room, but order was observed.

were made the next morning and from mem- 
ory. The head constable told him to writea 
report. He was not asked to produce the notes 
for many days after. He could not swear that 
Mr. O’Brien spoke in the orderin which the 
words appeared in the notes.

An excited crowd followed the car in which 
Mr. O’Brien was taken back to prison, hooting 
and yelling at the soldiers, who fixed their 
bayonets and proceeded.

~ROBSON’S TROUBLES. 
An Ex-Tax Collector of Washing- 
ton County Under Arrest. 


THE STORY OF AN EXPRESS PACKAGE. 


Tribulations of a One-Legged Soldier--A 
Tramp and His Stove Polish—Nearly 
83,000 Stolen.

A one legged confederate veteran who wore 
the gray and upon crutches continued the de- 
fense of his flag until it was finally furled at 
Appomattox was a prisoner at police head- 


quarters during last night. 
The veteran was J. A. Robson, late tax col- 


lector of Washington county. 

Mr. Robson was arrested last night about 
dark at the Kimball house by Captain Couch, 
and atthe time of arrest was searching for a 
detective. The arrest was due to a telegram 
received by Chief of Police Connally yesterday 
afternoon. The telegram was from the sheriff 
of Washington county and charged the person 
described therein with embezzlement. 

The story is a sensational one. 

Mr. Robson was. bornin Washington county, 
Ga., just forty-two years ago, and when fifteen 
years of age enlisted in the First Georgia and 
went to the front. For two years he fought in 
the ranks and made a fearless and active 
soldier. He wasa gentleman of some educa- 
tion, and just before the fight at Hatcher's 
Run was made orderly sergeant. In that fight 
he was seriously wounded in the body and had 
his left leg shot away. During the fight he 

WAS BORNE FROM THE BATTLEFIELD, 

and the next day found himself in a hospital. 
For a long time his life hung by a thread, but 
finally he began to improve and in time hobbled 
away from the hospital on two crutches. After 
his wounds were thoroughly healed he returned 
to his command and wanted to fill the vacancy 
in ranks made by his absence. He was unfit 
for active duty, but his commanding officer, 
admiring his bravery and his devotion to his 
country, secured a lieutenant’s commission and 
assigned the soldier to light duty, which he 
continued to discharge faithfully until General 
Lee gave up his sword at the famous apple 
tree. 
After the war Mr. Robson returned to San- 
dersville and began the study of law. He was 
a hard, careful student, and graduating at 
Athens went to his home and began practicing. 
In 1871 he was elected tax collector of Wash- 
ington county and since that time has held the 
oftice continuously, and has handled many mil- 
lions of dollars. 

But now for the sensationa] part of the story. 

One afternoon, early in February last, Mr. 
Robson was sitting in his office alone. He had

Robson, ‘‘except that one there, and that be- 
longs to the county.” 

‘Then may I.warm by it?’’ asked the tramp. 

“Certainly,’’ answered Mr. Robson, as he 
arose to deposit some money in his safe. 

There was a warm fire in the stove and the 
tramp sat down beside it watching Mr. Rob- 
son place the money in the safe and lock it. 
In a few minutes a farmer entered the office 
and expressed a desire to pay his taxes. The

As he 
turned the combination the tramp watched 
him closely, and then arose to leave. Before

On the 19th of February Mr. Robson had 
something less than $3,000 in his safe, and that 
night locked the place of deposit as usual. 
Dur'ng the night he slept as quietly as usual, 
little thinking that he was being ruined while 
he was asleep. On the morning of the 20th he 
arose, and as usual, breakfasted and went to 
his office. He unlocked the door and went in, 
and as he entered, his eyes fell upon an open 
window. Fully satisfied that he had 
CLOSED AND FASTENED THE WINDOW 

the previous night, for he was always extreme- 
ly careful, Mr. Robson walked to it and ata 
glance discovered that it had been broken 
open. Instantly the tramp with the stove 
polish sprang into his mind and 
then as rapidly as’ he could move 
he went tothe safe. The door was standing 
wide open and the drawers pulled out. The 
papers were scattered about the floor and every 
indication of robbery was apparent without in- 
vestigating. 

The blow was a severe one to the gentleman, 
because he saw ruin staring him in the face, 
but bending upon his one knee, he went 
through the drawers until he found that they 
were emippty. Mr. Robson knew that he had 
lost between $2,500 and $3,000, but just how 
myich he could not recollect.

The loss was a 
heavy one, and in the solitude he wondered 
how it wouldend. He considered what course 
he should pursue and without the advice of 
friends made up his mind.

“‘No, I do not,” answered the captain. 
Then after eyeing the gentleman and de- 
tecting the one ] ve se captain, said ; 
“This is Mr. Robson, isn’t it?’ 
“Yes,” was the answer. 
, “We have a telegram at police hoadquarte?s 
or you,”’ 
“For me?” asked the gentleman. 
**Yes for you.” 
The gentleman then accompanied the cap- 
tain to pelice headquarters, where he was in- 
formed that he was under arrest.

BOTH SURPRISED AND INDIGNANT 

when informed that his sheriff had described 
him as an embezzler. He at once told his story 
clearly and quickly, Telegrams were sent to 
Sandenville notifying the officers of the gen- 
tleman’s arrest, and the prisoner was given the 
liberty of the prison. 

Mr. Robson is nearly six feet tall, and is a 
fine looking man. He has coal black hair and 
a black mustache, and is well educated. 
Wheu questioned about the matter he said: 

“TI had no intention of running away. I did 
not intend to be at court, but was going to my 
brother’s and stay and let the bond be forfeit- 
ed. After court was over I was going back.” 

‘Why did you come to Atlanta then ?’’ 

‘*To secure a detective and have this express 
package investigated.’ 

Since Mr. Robson’s arrest the detectives, 
under the direction of Chief Connolly, have 
given the express package an investigation. 
The package was the usual envelope for money 
used by the express company. It had all the 
seals and was addressed in the usual way, but 
ina poor handwriting. No such parties as 
those whose names are attached are known in 
the city, however. 

Mr. Robson will remain a prisoner until 
called for.

A pretty girl of thirteen years, with a long 
plat of jet black hair hanging down her back, 
walked out of the city prison yesterday beside 
Chief Connolly, but at the door they parted, 
the child walking gracefully and steadily 
away.

An hour or two 
later he returned, and after knocking the dust 
from his coat was asked for the story he had 
looked into. 

And this is the story as the chief told it: 

The child who had called in the morning 
was Hattie Sexton, who lives with her mother 
and an older sister on Marietta street, near 
Plum. The girl has been and is yet working 
at Selig’s, earning two dollars a week, which 
goes to her mother. In addition to her sister, 
who was at home with her mother, the child 
has a married sister, Mrs. Henry Elliott, living 
in Bellwood, 

Karly yesterday morning Elliott called at 
police headquarters, and securipg\an audience, 

ve Chief Connolly a history of his wife’s 
amily. The history was not a flattering one 
by any means as far as it related to the mother 
and elder sister. These two, Biliott informed 
the chief, were not at all desirable associates 
fora pure woman. But the most important 
part of Elliott’s declaration was a statement 
that the mother and her eldest daughter were 
using every means to compel the youngest 
daughter, Hattie, to lead a life of shame. The 
chief heard the story through and then re- 

uested Elliott to send the child to him, saying 
that he would investigate the matter. At noon 
the child called and with the chief went into 
the prison. There she told her story and it 
was a sad one. 

‘“‘Why,’’ said she, ‘‘drunken men come there 
to see mama and sister and they swear and 
talk awfully.”’ 

“Do they abuse you?” asked the chief. 

‘‘Mama takes the money I make, and when 
the men come and I try to leave she makes me 
stay and tells me that I must talk to them and 
not run away from them.’’ 

Then the child told in detail a story unpleas- 
ant for even the chief, accusiomed as he is to 
vice and crime, to hear. 

‘‘And what do you want to do?’’ asked the 
chief, when the story was finished. 

‘‘T want to go and live with my sister, Mrs. 
Elliott, in Bellwood. She is good to me, and 
talks good tome, She won't go to see mama 
and sister.”’ : | 

Chief Connolly instructed the child to re- 
turn to her werk, promising to see her again, 
It was then that he went out to investigaté 
the story. At the Wéhilin’s home he found an 
untidy place. Mrs. Sexton and the daughter 
were in and heard what the chief had to say. 
They appeared quité surprised and denied 
every word the younger daughter had said. 
The mother asserted that no drunken men 
ever came to her place, and said that she tried 
to raise her daughter right, but that she was 
wayward. She objected to her going to Mrs. 
Elliott because she needed the two dollars 
each week, saying that her son who is railroad- 
ing paid the house rent. After conversing with 
the two women tle chief made some inquiries, 
and then, driving to Selig’s, instructed the girl 
to go to her broilier-in-law’s home and stay 
there until he could see her again. 

“Now, go there tonight,’’ said the chief to 
the child in conclusion, ‘“‘and if your mother 
or sister bothers you, lct me know at once.’’ 

“The story is a mystery to me,” said the 
chief, after relating it. ‘The mother and elder 
sister are not well fixed, butthey both talk 
plausibly and nicely, and deny most positively 
what the youngest daughter and son-in-law Say. 
On the other hand, there is some reason w be- 
lieve the child, and in order to be safe and to 
give herthe proper protection, I sent Ler to 
her sister’s home.
